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Judge changes conviction, local 

\

During a surprise move in 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
last Tuesday, Judge Roland 
Olzark reduced the conviction 
of Richard Demarest Jr. of 
Romulus from first degree to 
second degree murder. De¬ 
marest was charged in the 
shooting death of his father on 
Jan. 9 and found guilty by a 12- 
member jury July 22. 

Olzark had postponed sen¬ 
tencing twice before he 


announced his decision last 
week. He scheduled the new 
sentencing for 11 a.m. yester¬ 
day when Demarest was re¬ 
manded to prison for 10 to 14 
years. 

Olzark stated, “A first de¬ 
gree murder conviction re¬ 
quires premeditation. After 
careful review, I just can't see 
where sufficient evidence ex¬ 
ists for this charge. The deci¬ 
sion is up to me. I have the dis¬ 
cretion to do this. The prosecu¬ 
tor has the right to appeal.'' 

Prosecuting attorney Tom 


Trzcinski said he will exercise 
that right and appeal the deci¬ 
sion. Trzcinski said to his 
knowledge, there was no prece¬ 
dent in the law for such a reduc¬ 
tion. 

“The jury was instructed on 
the murder one charge as well 
as murder two, manslaughter 
and the reckless discharge of a 
firearm. I know of no other 
judge who has ever done this. 
The jurors were polled, and 
they all unanimously agreed," 
Trzcinski said. 

He added that while the 


judge announced his decision 
last week, he thought the jury 
was confused. I don’t think 
this was the case here. The jury 
heard all the evidence. The 
proof was there. This is unfor¬ 
tunate but I still asked for a life 
sentence.” he said. 

The first-degree murder 
charge mandates a life sent¬ 
ence in prison with no chance 
for parole. The sentence can 
only be commuted with a par¬ 
don from the governor, Olzark 
said.

Pilgrim departs leaving 
message of peace

The visit of Pope John Paul II 
was an emotional experience 
for many in the area, and espe¬ 
cially for Romulus residents. 

“He loved the bishops, 
deacons, stewardesses, the 
Catholics and non-Catholics, 
the vice-president. He loved us 
all,” explained sixth grade stu¬ 
dents at St. Aloysius School in 
Romulus. 

Their teacher, Shirlene 
Lyons, was waiting for one 
answer that never came from 
her students. ‘‘He especially 
loved children. Remember how 
he always kissed hugged them 
wherever he went?” she re¬ 
minded them. Her attentive au¬ 
dience released a unanimous 
sign. 

Monday, their first day back 
in class following the historic 
weekend visit, students 
beamed with excitement. They 
were encouraged by their 
teachers to share their experi¬ 
ence with each other. Stories 
emerged about trips with their 
families to Hamtramck, Hart 
Plaza, the Silverdome or Metro 
Airport to see the pope. 

“I could see him good. It was 
exciting. The best part was 
listening to him talk. I saw him 
kiss a man on a stretcher with 
cerebral palsy. I watched the 
pope and vice-president both 
take off in their planes,” said 
Jason Flateau, 11, who 
attended the departure cere¬ 
mony at Metro Airport with his 
family. 

The children sensed a special 
warmth about the pope. Candy 


Coak. 11, said, “He was happy 
just being with people. And 
people were happy being 
around him.” 

Principal Laura Gale admit¬ 
ted the past few weeks have 
been hectic. Students have pre¬ 
pared for the visit of the Holy 
Father with special lesson 
plans from the archdiocese. 

‘‘The impact of the pope on 
these young people is most re¬ 
markable. In fact, it’s amaz¬ 
ing,” she said. ‘‘We all ex¬ 
pected to talk and preach about 
peace and justice. But it was 
the way those ideas were com¬ 
municated. Young people pick¬ 
ed up on it. He talked about 
youth and their relevance in 
society.” 

Students studied and read 
from several quotations about 
youth by John Paul. Prayer 
services were conducted for 
the safety of the pope. The 
younger students created 
numerous art projects depict¬ 
ing some aspect of the visit. 

According to Gale, in the 
primary grades, students were 
shown pictures of the Holy 
Father and asked to simply 
identify him. The intermediate 
grades learned about the 
pope’s concern for justice and 
how we are all called to develop 
a peaceful world. And the older 
grades examined some of the 
pope’s speeches and themes of 
justice, peace and human 
dignity. 

Twenty-four third graders in 
the class of Michele Hunter 
drew pictures illustrating a 
question, ‘‘If you could meet

tween first degree and second 
degree murder convictions is 
that the life sentence received 
in second degree can be any 
term of years and, he would be 
eligible for parole.” Olzark 
said. 

Regardless of w hat sentence 
Demarest receives, he will 
serve a mandatory two-year 
term for the felony firearm 
charge. 

The judge said the defen¬ 
dant’s mother, Sandy De¬ 
marest, spoke on behalf of her 
son before the first sentencing 


date in August. “She was very 
supportive. What could be 
more tragic? He was a hard¬ 
working man. They were a nice, 
decent family. Ironically, the 
gun was a Christmas gift from 
the father. This was a classic 
case for gun control,” Olzark 
said. 

Early in the trial, the defense 
asked for a new trial on a re¬ 
duced charge but the judge de¬ 
nied the motion, according to 
Steve Sonenburg, defense 
attorney.

Romulus police officers were 
called to a Meadows subdivi¬ 
sion home last week w hen resi¬ 
dents discovered a newborn 
baby girl in their back yard. 

“We received a call shortly 
before noon from an Isabelle 
Street resident about a brand 
new bouncing white baby girl 
wrapped in plastic found in the 
middle of their back yard. The 
baby was transported to Anna¬ 
polis Hospital where she was 
listed in good condition. A hos¬ 
pital spokesperson said she was 
in good condition and just three 
or four hours old. She weighed 6 
pounds, 6 ounces, and was a full- 
term baby,” said Lt. Ken Kraus 
of the Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment. 


“The resident said she heard 
something like a cat crying ab¬ 
out 8:30 a.m.. but she didn’t see 
anything,” he added. 

Police canvassed the neigh¬ 
borhood asking residents if 
they had any information with¬ 
out results. About 3 p.m., a 
neighbor phoned police indicat¬ 
ing that her 21-year-old daugh¬ 
ter might be the mother of the 
baby.The resident said she 
never even suspected her 
daughter was pregnant, police 
reported. 

Kraus said the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Prosecutor w r i 11 decide if 
sufficient evidence exists to 
charge the resident w ith aban¬ 
donment.

Hearings discussed

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers will no longer conduct a 
second public hearing on rezon¬ 
ing within the city unless they 
reject the recommendations of 
the city planning commission. 

Councilman Ellis Penning¬ 
ton, who also sits on the plan¬ 
ning commission board, sug¬ 
gested the total elimination of 
the second public hearing, but 
further discussion altered his 
view. y 

Under the present guidelines, 
the planning commission con¬ 
ducts a public hearing for re¬ 
quests for special approval and 
rezoning. Another public hear¬ 
ing is conducted by members of 
city council before they 
approve or disapprove the re¬ 
quest. 

“I am concerned about hav¬ 
ing public hearings that are not 
necessary,” Pennington said. 

City attorney Laura Harris 
explained, “Whether an addi¬ 
tional public hearing must be 
held by city council upon a re¬ 
quest for an amendment to the 
zoning map? Our opinion is 
that if a public hearing had 
been held by the planning com¬ 
mission and proper notice pro¬ 
vided for that public hearing, 


as required by statute . . . then 
council is not required to hold 
another public hearing unless 
they choose to do so.” 

She added that in the case of 
rezoning, all that is required is 
one hearing by the planning 
commission for either denial or 
approval. Rezonings require 
no further action on the part of 
the city council unless and or 
until the petitioner requests, in 
writing, consideration by 
council. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
suggested that when the coun¬ 
cil has a difference of opinion 
with the planning commission, 
“The public would feel dep¬ 
rived if they didn’t have 
another chance to voice their 
opinions.” 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
explained that the petitioner 
pays for the cost of the public 
hearing, including the public 
notices. 

“I don't want to have un¬ 
necessary meetings. But there 
will be times, like this past 
spring when the planning com¬ 
mission approved the trailer 
park off Wick Road near the 
railroad tracks and council de¬ 
nied the request, that public 
hearings should be con¬ 
ducted,” said Baumann. 

The motion was unanimously 
approved.

Her 7-year-old son sparked 
an idea that was too good for 
Donna Mitchell of Romulus to 
pass up. As a result, she will 
now conduct the only theater 
group for youth in Romulus. 

“Brandon brought home this 
paper from Wick School. They 
wanted someone who liked 
theater and children. It sound¬ 
ed perfect,” said Mitchell, 32. 

A native of Inkster, Mitchell 
graduated from Western 
Michigan University with a de¬ 
gree in communications. She 
has a teaching certificate and 
completed some work toward a 
masters degree. She presently 
works for Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College handling public 
relations. 

Mitchell brings with her not 
only knowledge and experi¬ 
ence, she’s acted in several 
plays including “Amen Cor¬ 
ner” and a small singing part 
in “Purlie”, but loads of enthu¬ 
siasm. 

“Children are the most im¬ 
portant thing about it all. The

purpose of the program is to in¬ 
crease and improve a student’s 
creativity and productivity. It 
teaches them skills to express 
themselves,” she said. 

Television has produced a 
generation of children whose 
“imaginations are stifled.” 
“My observations of children 
watching television is their 
minds are narrowly focused.

why kids have such difficulty in 
school.

In the ’80s, teachers have to 
almost be an entertainers to 
hold a kid’s attention. From 
elementary to high school, if it’s 
not visual, they don’t respond. 
“Thinking is a lost art,” Mitch¬ 
ell said. 

Theater involves physical 
development including using 
the body to communicate feel¬ 
ings, emotions and thoughts, 
according to Mitchell. 

“Creativity is what it’s all 
about,” she added. 

The group will preform va¬ 
rious theater games such as 
“Let’s Pretend.” They will per¬ 
form a short play after the 10 
program sessions are finished. 


Students may also travel on a 
field trip to a local therter pro¬ 
duction in Detroit or Ann 
Arbor. 

“Students will gain theater 
knowledge while developing 
acting skills. Other strengths of 
the program are that children 
will build self-esteem by in¬ 
teracting with others. They’ll 
use their creativity and im T 
agination and have fun. This 
helps in other areas of their 
lives,” she said. 

Success in this program can 
carry over to their school per¬ 
formance.

, If it’s broken, fix it. 

But don't quit until you have tried. 

We're launching that slightly altered axiom 
gnto the desks of a few local and state law¬ 
makers this week, the same lawmakers who 
£jre investigating the possibility of a few loca¬ 
lities in western Wayne County seceding from 
Wayne County. We think the idea, although 
backed by good reasons and complaints, rep¬ 
resents an impractical solution to a fixable 
problem. 

* Canton Township Supervisor Jim Poole last 
week said he was directed by the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Association for Township Supervisors to 
investigate the possibility of forming a sepa¬ 
rate county, of which Canton Township could 
be a part. Poole has long been an outspoken 
critic of Wayne County government, citing 
paving and sewer problems in his own 
township and adjacent areas as the catalysts 
for his concerns. 

The idea of a separate county for the area 
was first proposed in 1982 by then state Rep. 
Tom Brown of Westland and Canton. Brown’s 
^proposal could be made a reality only with the 
approval of the state Legislature. 

The idea, in 1982. never made it to a vote by 
the state lawmakers ... and for good reasons. 

Wayne County, although still plagued with 
financial worries and stains from poor man¬ 
agement and planning in days gone by. is now 
safely on the road to recovery. For all of us. 

Economic development is now a topic. 
Countywide Sewer plans are on the drawing 
boards. Branches of the county government 
are again working in harmony, and a positive 
future can be eyed by all who live here. 

Still, the problems have not all been solved. 
True, as Poole argues, county officials have 
at times been less than helpful in solving local 
environmental concerns, problems with the 
state Department of Natural Resources and 
certain road and sewer concerns. In addition, 
county officials have not always appeared to 
have the needs of western Wayne County in 


their primary frame of reference. 

But all of these problems are fixable - with¬ 
out an idea so drastic and impractical as a 
succession bv the separate parts of the whole, 

After all, this is America. We elect new 
leaders when we are discontent with the ones 
now in office. We write new laws to replace 
those which are of no use to us. We make 
amendments to our Constitution when we feel 
the time is right - but we don't throw our 
hands up and start from scratch each time our 
problems begin to overwhelm us. 

Starting a new county sounds easier than it 
would be. There is the action by the state 
Legislature. The establishment of a charter. 
Election of officials. Establishment of road 
departments, environmental departments, 
health departments, courts, aging depart¬ 
ments, programs for the needy - and the list 
could continue at great length, but the point 
would lack any merit. 

Local lawmakers should not be spending 
their time - your time - discussing ways to 
quit and walk away from what they have had 
a hand in creating. Local lawmakers should 
not be looking for ways to give up without first 
offering ways to give in and offer concrete, 
useful answers. 

The time is now to solve the county prob¬ 
lems and improve what we already have. The 
time is now to give what is already a positive 
start for the county government a chance to 
grow and be nurtured by all participating 
cities and townships into a strong economic 
and social base of which we can all be a part. 

Quitting, we are afraid, is not the answer. 
That proposal is an impractical one. 

Finding solutions to our problems, making 
constructive suggestions, supporting the 
establishment of Wayne County as it now 
stands should be goals for all us. 

Don't tell us about ways to bail out. We want 
to hear how we can make this ship sail 
smoothly again - so we can all benefit.

No community, however 
small, is immune to natural or 
man made disaster and the 
emergency conditions that fol 
low. We owe thanks to the count¬ 
less people who gave so gener¬ 
ously of their time and know¬ 
ledge immediately following 
the tragic crash of Northwest 
Flight 255. To the victims’ fami¬ 
lies, my heartfelt sympathy and 
prayers; to the hundreds of peo¬ 
ple who unselfishly offered their 
talents and skills, my deepest 
gratitude.

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Mixed vegetables 



My wife claims that I can philosophize ab¬ 
out nearly anything. Obviously, my faithful 
readers know that this is simply not true, I am 
just a man with keen observations about life. 
Susan, however, the perennial editor, howled 
when I mentioned briefly my planned topic 
for my column this week. She claimed I had, 
once and for all, proven her theory. 

Not true. She’s wrong and I told her so. The 
subject of my dissertation this week is very 
serious and worthy of consideration and com¬ 
ment. Furthermore, I'm sure any number of 
people have shared my observations about 
zuehinni. 

Yes, zuehinni. Of course, it really is better 
known as mixed vegetables. But a rose by any 
other name... 

An occupational hazard of the newspaper 
business is the infrequency of home-cooked 
meals. When both husband and wife keep the 
same hours demanded of this profession, 
cooking (and sometimes even eating) are way 
down on the list of priorities. Therefore, we 
eat in restaurants, often. 

We have become familiar with the routine 
of food preparation and service in nearly ev¬ 
ery restaurant in the immediate and not-too- 
distant area. We are also connoisseurs of both 
the service and the food in these family es¬ 
tablishments. What I don't understand is why 
they continue to lie to me when I'm such a 
good customer. 

I have concluded through all this experi¬ 
ence. that the vegetable that can be produced 
and then served most inexpensively must be 
the aforementioned zucchini. Not too long 
ago. our waiter or waitress would take our 
dinner order and inquire as to our preference 
of vegetable. The choices seemed always to 
be “peas, corn or beans.” Now. when our 
orders are taken, we are nearly always in¬ 
formed that our selection will be com¬ 
plemented by “mixed vegetables.” 

Now that’s a lie. Mixed vegetables means 
zuehinni. Once in a great while, they might 
mix up some squash or a few carrots with it. 
but if the waiter says mixed vegetables, what 
he means is zuehinni. 


I hate zuehinni. I never used to hate zuchin- 
ni. but the absence of truth that seems to per¬ 
vade the atmosphere when it is served has 
soured me forever on the creatures. Nonthe- 
less, it seems that there is something to be 
learned in all this, just as we can learn from 
almost anything in life. 

In the case of the veggies, it gives one pause 
to realize that because we became accus¬ 
tomed to a certain standard or set of choices, 
then we expect it to be as it was forever. 

Yet life is a matter of economics. If zuchin- 
ni is a means for restaurant owners and oper¬ 
ators to hold down costs in order to keep them 
operating at a profit, then zuehinni is what 
we’ll find on our plate. 

I have not as yet verified my suspicions but 
can't you envision restaurant patrons raising 
their eyebrows and scowling when told that 
the vegetable of the day is the “Z“ word? 

Therein is yet another lesson to be learned, 
and that is if we change the label on items, 
consumers lower their resistance, and in the 
end discover that it is not so bad after all. 

People do not change habits easily, but once 
they have changed to a new norm, then they 
are even more disinclined to change from 
that new habit or persuasion. 

The reason that so much money is spent to 
institutionalize “brand names” and install 
them in the minds of the consumers is that in so 
doing consumers will know what to expect and 
will be pleased with the end result. 

Whether the name is Holiday Inn. McDo¬ 
nalds. Kelloggs, or Ford Motor Company, 
name recognition brings a feeling of familiar¬ 
ity, sort of like dealing with an old family 
friend. 

Let's face it, we like to be comfortable and 
humans are not comfortable with uncertain¬ 
ty. Further, our species is well known for our 
tendency to take the line of least resistance 
and the line of least resistance is staying with 
things familiar and well known. 

I recall a number of years being asked by a 
waiter if I would care for "stewed tomatoes 
and corn?” Inasmuch as much as that sound-

CASH BONUS 
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Groups bring 
native land 
close to home

T hey call it the great American 
melting pot. English. Irish. 
Scottish. Afro-American. All 
types have settled here to 
assume a new nationality, a new sense of 
belonging. 

But what about the family ancestries? 
The polkas and the folk music. The ethnic 
dishes and the heirlooms from the old 
country. 

No, these pieces of the past were never 
shed at the borders of this great America. 
And these bits of ethnic heritage will nev¬ 
er completely fade from the family name¬ 
sake and lineage, according to officials 
from several ethnic organizations in the 
area, who say holding on to a sense of 
ethnic heritage is normal and psychologi¬ 
cally needed for the average person’s ev¬ 
eryday lifestyle. 

Hwa Stacy, executive director of the 
Wayne-Westland YMCA, moved to the 
United States from Seoul, South Korea, in 
1964, after deciding to attend college in 
the U.S. 

She became involved in several Korean 
organizations in the area - including the 
Korean Society of Detroit, Korean 
Women's Association and Korean Amer¬ 
ican Housing Inc. - in order to find fel¬ 
lowship and social assistance for life in 
America. 

“We like to discuss issues that are very 
prevalent today in the United States, so 
that we are able to keep up with what it 
going on. We’re there for people of our 
ethnic origin who feel they’ve been discri¬ 
minated against or if they just want to 
talk to someone of their own kind, who 
might be better able to understand 
them,” Stacy explained. 

While each of the three organizations to 
which she belongs are separate, the way 
in which the groups are operated is essen¬ 
tially the same, Stacy said.

“We have dances and family gather¬ 
ings. We eat foods that originated in our 
country. We compare notes on how we 
handle any possible cultural differences 
that we may encounter. It’s just a general 
togetherness that we all feel.” 

But. Stacy said, while she and other Ko- 
rean-Americans do enjoy talking about 
their cultures, they also maintain a sense 
of pride in being American citizens. 

“This is our chosen country. We were 
not forced to be here, and we want to 
make it in this country. Ethnic organiza¬ 
tions simply enhance our lifestyles and 
act as a support group for us.” 

Enhancement of a lifestyle and main¬ 
taining a family bond are likewise, what 
one local ethnic group does for Fred Pas- 
caris and his overseas relatives. 

Pascaris is the president of the parish 
council of the Saints Constantine and 
Helenas Greek Orthodox Church, which 
recently relocated after 57 years to West- 
land from Detroit. 

The recently opened cultural center, 
located on Joy Road, is where the more 
than 700 members of theGreek organiza¬ 
tion mix business, religion and recrea¬ 
tion. 

“Many of us often get together at the 
cultural center after church with our 
families to enjoy exchanging our cultural 
heritages. We do a lot of the things that we 
would do in the old country, such as Greek 
dancing and fun things like that,” Pascar¬ 
is said. “This is all important to the pre¬ 
servation of our ethnic heritage. We need 
to introduce our youngsters to our culture 
so that they can carry it on to their chil¬ 
dren someday, too.” 

Pascaris added that ethnic-group affi¬ 
liation is psychologically beneficial to all 
people, who need a sense of belonging and 
ethnic heritage to live normal lives. 

“I believe that it is important for all 
ethnic groups to remember that they can¬ 
not forget who they are,” Pascaris said. 
“They may become ‘Americanized’ in 
nearly every way, but they need to always 
be proud of their heritage. 

“By belonging to ethnic organizations, 
(people) can continually reinforce that 
pride. It’s great to be here in America, but 
we are who we are, and we should all be 
proud.” 


Ethnic sense of belonging is part of human nature 


The American “melting pot” 
is still taking in a variety of new 
immigrant's each year, and 
each new American must face 
similar problems of adjust¬ 
ment and assimilation into an 
unfamiliar culture. 

Regardless of whether the 
immigrants are uneducated 
and unskilled refugees or well- 
educated professionals, the in¬ 
dividual must face the culture 
shock of new ideas, values and 
surroundings, according to 
psychologists and sociologists. 

Although the inscription on 
the Statue of Liberty reads,* 
“give us your huddled masses 


yearning to breathe free,” a 
welcome hand is not always ex¬ 
tended to immigrants. At times 
they must face some hostility 
and bigotry from people who 
may see them as a threat to 
their job security or who do not 
respect their ethnic unique¬ 
ness. 

The ethnic makeup of the 
600,000 legal immigrants who 
enter the country annually has 
changed dramatically since 
the great waves of immigra¬ 
tion that began in the early 
1800s. At that time, more than 
90 percent of new Americans 
came from Europe, five per¬ 


cent from the Western Hemis¬ 
phere and less than one percent 
from Asian countires. Today, 
statistics reveal that less than 
one-quarter of immigrants ori¬ 
ginate from Europe, more than 
45 percent originate from 
Canada, Mexico and the West 
Indies and more than 40 per¬ 
cent are from Asia. 

In 1985 Mexico, the Philip¬ 
pines, Korea (both North and 
South), Vietnam and India con¬ 
tributed the largest number of 
immigrants. Following those 
countries were China, the 
Dominican Republic, 
Jamaica, Iran and the United 


Kingdom, according to the U.S. 
Census Bureau. In contrast, be- 
twen 1820 and 1950, the largest 
single group of immigrants 
were Germans with some 6.2 
million. During the same 
period, some 5 million Italians, 
4.6 million Irish and 4 million 
British immigrated to the Un¬ 
ited States. 

Although Asian immigrants 
have settled throughout the Un¬ 
ited States, many are residing 
in California. A recent study, 
published in Psychology Today 
revealed many of the problems 
that face four groups of Asian 
immigrants who settled in the 


San Diego area. Overall, the 
study revealed that 75 percent 
of the refugees were living be¬ 
low the poverty line and about 
60 percent were on welfare. 
The study showed that almost 
45 percent of the refugees were 
experiencing clinically signifi¬ 
cant distress - more than four 
times the rate of the general 
population. It was also disco¬ 
vered that despite the differ¬ 
ences in income, family size 
and background, most of the 
refugees went through a simil- 
iar period of “exile shock ' -the 
delayed realization that they 
are cut off from their families 


and old way of life with little 
chance of returning. 

The strain of adjustment 
usually peaks during the re¬ 
fugees’ second year. The first 
year is a high period when re¬ 
fugees report the greatest feel¬ 
ings of happiness and satisfac¬ 
tion. In the same magazine 
article, another sociologist re¬ 
ported that Mexican immig¬ 
rants go through a similar 
period of strain and adjust¬ 
ment. The study showed that 
the new immigrants felt they 
were in “the promised land,” 
but later began to feel 
estranged and alienated.

Add three slices ginger, stir 
flying constantly for one minute 

Add broccoli and cauliflower 
flowerets. Stir fry one minute. 
Add 2 tablespoons water. 

Cover and let vegetables steam 
for three to four minutes. Re¬ 
move cover. Add remaining 
vegetables and stir fry for two 
minutes. 

Season vegetables with one 
tablespoon chicken bouillon. Re 
move to bowl. Add two ginger 
slices and garlic to oil. Stir fry 
constantly for one minute. 

Add marinated chicken and 
stir fry quickly just until pink is 
gone. Remove to bowl with veget 
ablcs. 

Place chicken broth with dis¬ 
solved cornstarch in wok or fry’ 
pan. Stir until clear, thick and 
bubbly. Add vegetables and 
meat. 

Add sesame seed oil and toss 
until warm through - one or two 
minutes. Taste and adjust sea¬ 
soning with additional chicken 
bouillon and remove ginger 
slices. Serve w ith rice. 

Suggestion: Cook 1 1/2 cups of 
long grain rice in 3 cups of chick¬ 
en stock or canned broth.

Here is one of my favorite 
cookie recipes, a little out of the 
ordinary, but excellent for 
snacking. Enjoy. 


CANDY BAR COOKIES 


BASE 

2 cups flour 

3/4 cup powdered sugar 
3/4 margarine or butter, sof¬ 
tened 

2 tablespoons whipping cream 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

FILLING 

28 caramels 
1/4 cup whipping cream 
1/4 cup margarine or butter 
1 cup powdered sugar 

1 cup chopped pecans 

GLAZE 

1/2 cup semi-sweet chocolate 
chips 

2 tablespoons whipping cream 



1 tablespoon margarine or 
butter 

1/4 cup powdered sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Pecan halves, if desired 

Heat oven to 325 degrees. 
Lightly sppon flour into 
measuring cup and level off. In 
large bowl, blend all base ing¬ 
redients until crumbly. Press 
mixture into ungreased 15x10 
inch jelly roll pan. Bake at 325 
degrees for 15 or 20 minutes un¬ 
til lightly browned. 

In small saucepan, melt 
caramels with 1/4 cup whip¬ 
ping cream and 1/4 cup mar¬ 


garine until smooth, stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat 
and stir in 1 cup powdered 
sugar and pecans. (Add addi¬ 
tional cream if needed for 
spreading consistency.) 
Spread over base. 

In small saucepan over low 
heat, melt chocolate chips with 
2 tablespoons whipping cream 
and 1 tablespoon margarine 
until smooth, stirring constant¬ 
ly. Remove from heat, stir in 
1/4 cup powdered sugar and 
vanilla. Drizzle glaze over fill¬ 
ing. Cut into bars and decorate 
each with pecan half if desired. 
Should make 48 cookies.

Built on tradition 

Churches are at base of history

The most recent church 
building for the congregation 
was built in 1869. 

In Romulus, the oldest ex¬ 
isting church building stands at 
the corner of Five Points in the 
form of the Methodist Episcop¬ 
al Church. According to church 
historian and 50-year member 
Dr. Henry Atyeo, the present 
building was built in 1856. 

“The community surround¬ 
ing the church was called Pul¬ 
len's Corners at the time. The 
roots of the church go back to 
1838. The most interesting fact 
about the early church is that it 
was branch of the underground 
railroad which assisted run¬ 
away slaves in their journey to 
freedom. There were hiding 
places under the building and a 
trap door under the pulpit,” 
Atyeo said. 

in the city of Wayne, the first 
established congregation, 
according to local historian 
Hank Gowdy, was the First Un¬ 


ited Methodist Church. It was 
established in 1832. 

“They were part of a circuit 
in the Ohio conference. The 
first meetings were conducted 
in the Krieder barn. The first 
white child born in the village 
of Wayne was Marie Krieder in 
1834. She was also the church’s 
first baptism. The cornerstone 
of the first church building was 
laid in 1862,” Gowdy explained. 

Pastor Dan Wallace said the 
only remnant from the old red 
church is a bell that now rests 
on the center the church lawn 
at the side of the building. 

“It cost $600 to build the 
church back then, and that was 
a lot of money. The new church 
was built in 1956 on the same 
site,” Wallace said. 

Dorothy West, director of the 
Canton museum and a historic¬ 
al commission member, said 
that the oldest congregation in 
Canton Township is the Cherry 
Hill United Methodist. It was 
established in 1834. 


The first settlers who made 
the trek across the swampy 
roads of southeast Michigan 
brought with them their reli¬ 
gious faith. This great faith is 
now evident in the number of 
historic churches dotting the 
area. 

Among thre oldest church 
buildings in the area is the 
First Baptist Society, built at 
the corner of Third and Main 
streets in Belleville in 1841. The 
building has since been remod¬ 
eled for business use, accord¬ 
ing to local historian Cathy 
Horst. 

Horst, who is the author is a 
local history book, said the first 
organized religion came to the 
Belleville area in 1835 when 
Clark and Hannon Horner built 
a log cabin and offered Method¬ 
ist Church services. Today, 
that congregation is the Faith 
United Methodist Church of

House sails 

Technical students will transport students to class

The Michigan Paraprofes- 
sional Training Institute is a 
school that is proud of its suc¬ 
cess as well as its students. 

The goal of any school is to 
see its graduates find jobs in 
which they were trained, said 
Donald Garrison, field repre¬ 
sentative for MPTI. 

“No one can guarantee a stu¬ 
dent a job,” said Garrison. 
“But we are very proud of our 
placement record.” 

MPTI boasts a 95-percent job 
placement record. They also 
have a 95-percent success rate 
on the national registry exam. 

“We re extremely proud of 
that,” said Garrison. ‘In our 
schools, 95 percent of our 
graduates who have completed 
our programs pass this test.” 

Programs at the facility con¬ 
sist of a seven-month medical 
assisting program, a two-year 
medical laboratory technician 
program, a seven-month 
medical word processor- 
Teceptionist program and a 
seven-month dental assisting 
program. 

The institute, which was 
founded in 1973 by current pres¬ 
ident Michael Prendes. has 
schools in Romulus, Oak Park 
and Roseville. 

The Romulus school began 
operation in 1980 and is located 
on Smith Road near Middlebelt 
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Road and 1-94. 

Garrison said an advantage 
their graduates have is experi¬ 
ence in the work force. 

“Our medical and dental 
assistants are required to work 
five weeks in a hospital or cli¬ 
nic where they get firsthand ex¬ 
perience,” said Garrison. 

“Part of our two-year medic¬ 
al laboratory technicians prog¬ 
ram requires the student to 
work six months in a labora¬ 
tory or a hospital. This job is 
eight hours a day. five days a 
week. They get a lot of valuable 
experience in this time.” 

The school offers financial aid 
programs, Pell Grants, guaran¬ 
teed student loans, in-house stu¬ 
dent grants and placement 
assistance. 

The Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority will 
provide transportation to the 
school from different locations 
along Middlebelt Road includ¬ 
ing Schoolcraft Road, Ford 
Road and Michigan Avenue. 

“A lot of work went into get¬ 
ting that completed,” said Gar¬ 
rison. “It certainly will helpout 
with regards to transportation 
for our students.” 

The health care school is 
licensed by the State of 
Michigan.
